A farmer who 


has in this State one hundred acres, 
forty m vineyard, ten in orchaid twen- 
ty m grass and the remaining thirty in 
loots and grain, can. after the seventh 
year, realiio $80 an acre from his jmes, 
|120 an acre from his orchard, $80 an 
acre from the milch cows his meadow 
will support, and average $2o an acre 
from tie rest. Hi.s vine crop will get 
better and better every M?ar foi llio 
next twenty years, and all his acres will 
be improved and enriched by that sj stem 
of cultivation. In a cycle of fifteen 
^ears he will be able to place more 
money m bank from his farm of one 
hundred acres than the average large 
wheat fanner who cultivated 1,200 acre- 
in wheat during all those jears.

A Dreadful Death. 


A powerfully bnilt man named John 


Smith, aged abont thirty-five years, 
and 
weighing abont 
200 
pounds, 


met with a shocking and fatal accident 
abont 100 yards west of the coal shaft, on 
the Wabash road, at about 530 o'clock 
this (Wednesday) morning.

Ryan didn't come yesterday, and 
Smith remained in thn vicinity of the 
stock yards the whole of last night watch- 
ing for the coming of his friend. On 
train 15, which arrived here at the hour 
stated above, Smith saw Ryan on top o*a 
car and proceeded to get on the moving 
train. In doing so heslipped and fell,with 
the result described.
